OTTAWA,  April  23  -SollsfacUOh 
was  expressed  tonight  by  Cariadian 
Government  financial  experts  with 
the  agreement  reached  by  experts  of 
34  nations  for  an  eight  billion  dol- 
lar gold-based  stabUlzaUon  fund  to 
regulate  IntemaUonal  exchange  and 
help  promote  world  trade.
